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• Barcadia at risk of losing licence after two underage girls were let in 

• Owner says: 1 cannot be there 24/7 - It’s like a witch hunt’

A Kingston bar could lose its li¬ 
cence within months of getting it 
back, after two underage girls were 
permitted entry before one later 
made an undisclosed allegation 
against two men she met inside. 

Just 15 months after its licence 
was first revoked, police have 
called for another licence review of 
Barcadia, in Clarence Street. 

The review comes after a 17-year- 
old girl made an allegation to po¬ 
lice about an incident that took 
place on the night she and a friend, 
also 17, visited Barcadia. 

The application by licensing offi¬ 
cers said door staff only checked 
one of the girls’ IDs - an expired 18- 
year-old’s passport. 

A police application to revoke the 
club’s licence said: “On Monday 


March 9, 2015, the female attended 
the venue with her friend who was 
also 17. 

“Both females were spoken with 
by door staff prior to entry and 
upon entering only one of the fe¬ 
males produced an identification 
which was ‘scanned’ by door staff. 

“This is a clear breach of premis¬ 
es licence as not only are the two 
girls underage [but] licence condi¬ 
tions clearly state that no patron 
should be permitted entry unless 
they have valid photographic iden¬ 
tification and this photographic 
evidence shall be checked on the 
document-reading and checking 
machine.” 

The redacted report adds the two 
girls drank alcoholic drinks and 
met two males inside the bar, who 
are then alleged to have committed 
an offence at a nearby location. 

A police spokeswoman this week 
would not confirm what type of 
offence has believed to have been 


committed, but said the incident 
took place in Beaufort Road. 

Huseyn Sanli, who owns Barca¬ 
dia, said: “The bouncer in question 
has been sacked by the security 
company. I just hope there will be a 
proportionate response from the 
council. 

“I cannot be there 24/7. All I can 
do is trust the company that I work 
with that also works with other 
Kingston bars and clubs. 

“I feel like we are getting targeted 
- it’s like a witch hunt. We can’t 
keep fighting with the council. Ask 
your readers - is Barcadia really 
the most violent bar in Kingston?” 

He said it was disappointing that 
police officers had not called for a 
review of nearby Pryzm nightclub 
after an allegation of anal rape in¬ 
side the venue last year. 

Barcadia lost its licence in Jan¬ 
uary 2014 after a man was hospi¬ 
talised with lacerations to the neck 
following an alleged glassing at the 


venue on Christmas Eve 2013. 

William Ridley, 19, of Wolsey 
Crescent, Morden, was acquitted of 
inflicting grievous bodily harm in 
February this year. 

Barcadia briefly opened as a 
burger pop-up restaurant before 
councillors decided to give back its 
licence late last year. 

It previously survived a licence 
review earlier in 2013, after police 
found the bar over capacity and 
with door staff unable to say how 
many people were inside. 

Mr Sanli agreed to install a £5,000 
ID scanner - the same used by 
neighbouring Pryzm nightclub - 
which would scan the ID of every 
customer entering the bar. 

Grove ward Councillor Phil 
Doyle, who sits on the licensing 
committee, said: “I am surprised 
Barcadia is up again. 

“There are various options - 
from doing nothing, removing the 
licence in the short term or, in the 


most extreme case, removing the licence 
altogether, or a call for the supervisor to 
be changed.” 

A decision on the future of the bar will 
be made at a later date.

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Kingston Council has blocked a 
Liberal Democrat motion calling 
for Councillor Kevin Davis to re¬ 
sign as council leader or quit his 
job at the communications compa¬ 
ny he co-founded. 

The party had wanted to ask 
Coun Davis to either step down 
as leader or resign as chief operat¬ 
ing officer of Cratus Communica¬ 
tions at this week’s full council 
meeting. 

The motion said: “Since May 
2014, the Liberal Democrat group 
has openly challenged the poten¬ 
tial conflict of interest for the lead¬ 
er of the council who was 
co-founder and remains employed 
as chief operating officer of a pub¬ 
lic affairs company. 

“Cratus Communications gives 
political advice to clients/develop¬ 
ers on how to get planning 
permission through council 
committees. 

“Local people are now raising 
these same concerns regarding the 
leader being a lobbyist for develop¬ 
ers, their perception being that he 
is not working for the best inter¬ 
ests of the borough.” 


The motion did not specifically 
accuse Coun Davis of using his 
council position to help clients of 
Cratus, nor offer any evidence of 
such. 

In his reply to the Lib Dems, An¬ 
drew Bessant, head of corporate 
governance at Kingston Council, 
said he had concerns about the 
motion, which he believed implied 
“that Cratus is somehow involved 
in manipulating council decision 
making processes for its own 
ends”. 

He said Cratus had a potential 
defamation claim if the motion 
was published. 

But Liberal Democrat leader 
Coun Liz Green said: “We have 
been silenced from raising legiti¬ 
mate concerns on perception by 
residents. 

“We, at no point, have said that 
Cratus have done anything wrong. 
It is how being leader of a council 
with a growth agenda and owning 
a lobbying company could be per¬ 
ceived by residents.” 

Before Coun Davis was elected, 
Cratus worked on several high- 
profile planning applications in 
the borough. 

Previous clients have included 
CNM Estates, where Cratus helped 
present plans for the old 
Gala Bingo Hall, and Amro, the 


company behind the student flats 
at 1 Penryhn Road. 

It also worked with Hydro 
Properties and Cascina during 
the companies’ bid to build a 
£30m floating homes scheme on 
the Seething Wells filter beds in 
Surbiton. 

When Coun Davis became leader 
last year he told the Surrey Comet 
his company would no longer take 
any PR clients in Kingston to avoid 
conflicts of interest. 

Coun Davis said: “The Lib Dems 
have clearly decided that my effec¬ 
tiveness as leader of the council is 
a political concern for them and 
that this can be best undermined 
by cheap political slurs and allega¬ 
tions without foundation. 

“As they confirm in their website 
posting I have ‘done nothing 
wrong’ so what is their problem? 

“I despair of politics when it 
sinks to such childish accusations. 
I am working hard for the good of 
this wonderful borough, the Liber¬ 
al Democrats seem to prefer work¬ 
ing for their own political 
self-interest during a general elec¬ 
tion campaign.” 

Figures submitted by Cratus last 
week showed the company had a 
net deficit of £66,641 from the peri¬ 
od February 2013 to January 31, 
2014. 


Under fire: Councillor Kevin Davis 
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Rape detection 
rates ‘too low’

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Fewer than one in 12 rape reports in 
Kingston resulted in someone being 
brought before the courts, the latest 
Metropolitan Police crime figures show. 

The “sanction detection” rate of just 
7.7 per cent in 2014-15 compares un¬ 
favourably with the London-wide figure 
of 12.7 per cent, though more than a 
quarter of other sex offences were sanc¬ 
tioned, compared with one in five across 
the capital. 

Rapes are investigated centrally by the 
Met’s Sapphire unit. 

Katie Russell, from the Rape Crisis 
charity, said: “Sadly, despite undoubted 
efforts on the part of the police, Crown 
Prosecution Service and others, levels of 
justice for those who have experienced 
sexual violence remain far too low. 

“It is vital that all sexual violence 
survivors, regardless of whether or not 
they choose to report to the police, have 
access to social justice in the form of ac¬ 
cess to specialist, independent support 
and advocacy services.” 

A Metropolitan Police spokeswoman 
said: “All reports of rape are investigat¬ 
ed by sexual offences exploitation and 
child abuse command and referrals to 
the Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) 

LAW EXPLAINED 

A sanction detection occurs when: 

1. A crime has been committed and 
recorded 

2. A suspect has been identified and is 
aware of the detection 

3. The Crown Prosecution Service’s 
evidential test is satisfied 

4. The victim has been informed that the 
offence has been detected 

5. The suspect has been charged, reported 
for summons, cautioned or been handed a 
penalty notice 


take place when there is enough to refer 
under the CPS director’s guidance. 

“Sanction detection statistics vary 
across London. Each borough has a 
unique demographic that can effect the 
potential for crimes to be detected. 

“All allegations of crime are fully in¬ 
vestigated by specialist officers.” 

Burglary - a crime prevention priority 
for Kingston police - fell overall and the 
detection rate rose. 

However, while the number of report¬ 
ed home break-ins fell, so did the detec¬ 
tion rate, from 9.7 to 6.5 per cent. 

Reported crimes rose to 9,750 from 
9,288 in 2013-14, though the total was still 
the lowest in London by some margin. 

Borough commander Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Glenn Tunstall said: “I am dis¬ 
appointed that we have seen a slight rise 
in total crime figures for Kingston. 

“We have increased our pro-activity in 
the last 12 months, arresting and cau¬ 
tioning more offenders for crimes such 
as carrying offensive weapons, going 
equipped to steal and drugs. 

“We have seen a significant increase in 
the reporting of sexual offences and do¬ 
mestic abuse, which I consider to be a 
positive indicator. 

“There is still more work to be done to 
encourage victims to come forward.” 

Chief Supt Tunstall added: “Tackling 
burglary is not only a high priority for 
the police, but also for the communities 
here in Kingston. 

“We have continued to drive down the 
number of offences with 127 fewer vic¬ 
tims in the past 12 months, and a longer- 
term reduction of 328 victims over the 
last three years. 

“Kingston police charge and caution 
the most offenders in London. We also 
have the highest public confidence rat¬ 
ing, which is a fantastic achievement. 

“The increase in reported violence 
across London is due to the improved 
systems and processes implemented to 
ensure integrity around our recording 
of crime and there is clear evidence that 
shows that London is not becoming 
more violent.” 


Woman cut free from car crash 


An elderly woman was cut from a car 
after a collision in Kingston last week. 

Police, London Ambulance Service 
and London Fire Brigade were called to 
Wood Street shortly after 7.15pm on Fri¬ 
day, April 17, after two cars collided out¬ 
side TGI Friday. 

Three fire engines from Kingston, Sur¬ 
biton and Wimbledon fire stations and a 
fire rescue unit were sent to help free a 


person trapped in a vehicle. 

A Kingston firefighter said: “We had to 
cut the roof off the car and we released 
the passenger by lifting them out and on 
to a board and then handed over to Lon¬ 
don Ambulance Service.” 

A Metropolitan Police spokesman said 
the passenger was taken to hospital, but 
was not suffering from life-threatening 
injuries.

Plan offers single affordable home 


A developer planning a 28-flat 
new build in Surbiton has of¬ 
fered just one of the homes as an 
affordable unit. 

Indigo Scott and Kingston 
Council have been back and 
forth six times over revised 
plans for the former petrol sta¬ 
tion site in Brighton Road, which 
would also include two retail 
spaces. 

The scheme will come before 
councillors at next week’s devel¬ 
opment control meeting - and 
planning chiefs have warned the 
application should be refused if 
still-ongoing affordable housing 
negotiations fail. 

A report to councillors said: 
“The applicant has offered the 
council one on-site two-bed 
shared ownership unit, afford¬ 
able to a family on an income of 
£30,000, which represents 3.6 per 
cent of the total. 


“The council, with advice from 
an independent viability asses¬ 
sor and the council’s housing 
team, will assess whether this 
represents the maximum 
amount of affordable housing 
that the development can sup¬ 
port and whether this would be 
an appropriate type of provision. 

“Further negotiations are tak¬ 
ing place with a view to resolv¬ 
ing this issue. 

“If no acceptable position is 
agreed, the application would be 
recommended for refusal on 
grounds of the failure to provide 
affordable housing.” 

Kingston Council policy states 
that half of homes in large devel¬ 
opments should be designated 
affordable. 

The 28-home plan is one of two 
submitted for the site. 

The second, with 32 homes and 
no retail units, is recommended 


for refusal. 

Indigo Scott’s agent Rapley’s 
concluded: “The results of the 
viability assessment lead to the 
conclusion that on-site afford¬ 
able housing is not viable where 
other section 106 costs and com¬ 
munity infrastructure levy (CIL) 
are accounted for. 

“Further, any additional pay¬ 
ments towards affordable hous¬ 
ing over and above the existing 
section 106 and CIL costs could 
not be sustained by either 
scheme on the basis of the devel¬ 
opable area (scale and massing) 
of the site. 

“However, Indigo Scott recog¬ 
nises the importance of afford¬ 
able housing within the 
Kingston area and therefore 
seeks to discuss with the council 
potential options for making a 
financial payment feasible, as 
appropriate.”

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Social workers who missed 
crucial opportunities to 
potentially save a mother 
murdered by her boyfriend 
have never been disciplined 
and may still be working in 
the profession. 

Charito Cruz was ham¬ 
mered to death by boyfriend 
Asad Niazi in front of their 
two-year-old daughter at 
their home in Cambridge 
Road, Kingston, in 2011. 

A review of the case last 
year revealed a series of fail¬ 
ings by various agencies, in¬ 
cluding social workers not 
logging records of referrals 
from the NSPCC until the 
day after Miss Cruz died. 

A team leader also decided 
Niazi showing his daughter 
a pornographic video was 
“not significant”. 

Now the Health and Care 
Professions Council, which 
regulates social worker 
standards, has confirmed 
that no action was ever 
taken against anyone in¬ 
volved in the case. 

It could not confirm if any 
hearing was pending. 

A former Kingston social 
worker, who did not want to 
be named, said: “The fact 
that none of these team

leaders faced any internal or 
independent investigation of 
their actions leaves me in 
great doubt about whether 
they have addressed or 
improved their safeguarding 
practice. 

“Without an investigation I 
would have no confidence in 
using any of them in a 


responsible safeguarding 
role - at any council.” 

She added the actions of 
one particular social work¬ 
er, known as TL3, “would 
have resulted in various in¬ 
terventions that same day, 
any of which could have 
changed the family’s 
circumstances”. 

Previously, whistleblower 
Olivia Butler, former head of 
social care at Kingston 
Council, claimed computer 
records within social 
services had been altered to 
“cover up the lack of action 
and proper response” by so¬ 
cial workers dealing with the 
case. 

But her claims were refuted 
by then-council leader Derek 
Osbourne and chief execu¬ 
tive Bruce McDonald. 

The domestic homicide re¬ 
view, published in November, 
also failed to uncover the 
truth, saying it had not been 
possible “to firmly conclude 
which version of events is 
truthful”. 

But the report’s author, 
Davina James-Hanman, said 
she believed at least one out 
of three former Kingston 
Council social workers had 
been investigated for their al¬ 
leged offences. 

Asked whether the workers 
should have been investigat¬ 
ed or disciplined, Ms James- 
Hanman said: “That did not 


fall within my remit of a 
domestic homicide review. 

“My remit was what would 
have made a difference.” 

Kingston Council has previ¬ 
ously confirmed that every¬ 
one involved in Miss Cruz’s 
case no longer works for the 
authority. 

“It is unknown whether any 
were sacked or disciplined 
before they left. 

“It is believed at least one 
former Kingston Council 
worker involved in the case 
is still a registered social 
worker. 

John Cameron, head of 
child protection operations at 
the NSPCC, said: “Concerns 
for the welfare of adults, who 
are possibly victims of do¬ 
mestic violence, should not 
be overlooked by children’s 


services, even if there are no 
allegations of harm to 
children. 

“Agencies should consider 
the possible harm to all mem¬ 
bers of the family not just 
children when concerns are 
raised. 

“It’s vital that agencies who 
take responsibility for assess¬ 
ing incidents report back the 
action they have taken to 
those agencies who have 
referred to them those 
concerns.” 

Nick Whitfield, Kingston’s 
director of children’s ser¬ 
vices, declined to comment. 

A spokesman for AfC, 
Kingston and Richmond’s 
joint children’s services com¬ 
pany, said: “We cannot com¬ 
ment on matters that are 
strictly confidential.”

DEPOT HOMES: A former milk depot 
could be demolished to make way 
for a new housing complex in 
Surbiton. Developer Montagu Evans 
has applied to build blocks of up to 
five storeys with 83 homes, two 
retail units and parking for 70 cars, 
nine disabled bays and 165 bicycles. 
The proposal also includes plans for 
a range of one, two and three- 
bedroom flats or maisonettes, at the 
old Dairy Crest depot in Lower 
Marsh Lane. A consultation closes 
on May 8.

Dealer who hid drugs in 



underwear is jailed

A drug dealer caught with 
class A and class B drugs in 
his boxer shorts told police 
who arrested him: “You’re 
going to see my mum cry 
because of this.” 

Mohammed Faisal Riasat, 
22, was pulled over and ar¬ 
rested in New Malden during 
a police anti-drug operation. 

When officers searched him 
in the cells and found drugs in 
his underwear, Riasat told 
them: “I bet you’re happy 
now, aren’t you? 

“You’re going to see my 
mum cry because of this.” 

Riasat, of Warner Avenue, 
Sutton, admitted four counts 
of possession with intent to 
supply at Kingston Crown 
Court on Wednesday, April 15, 
and was jailed for three-and- 
a-half years. 

Detective Inspector Adam 
Guttridge, of Kingston CID, 
said: “Riasat was so con¬ 
cerned about his mother’s 
tears but had no care about 
the tears of other mothers, 


who worry about their 
children being hooked on 
drugs as a result of his 
actions. 

“Drugs don’t only ruin fami¬ 
lies and communities but are 
also a catalyst for other 
crimes which are committed 
by people to fund their drug 
habits.” 

When officers spotted the 
car in Malden Way last Octo¬ 
ber, they thought it suspi¬ 
cious and flagged down the 
driver - but the car continued 
for a short distance before 
stopping. 

Riasat, in the front passen¬ 
ger seat, was seen to fidget in 
an apparent attempt to hide 
something, police said. 

An initial search turned up 
nothing, but a sniffer dog 
found traces of class A drugs 
in the car, leading to Riasat’s 
arrest. The driver and anoth¬ 
er man were released without 
further action. 

The investigation was part 
of Kingston police’s Opera¬ 
tion Odin, a long-term plan 
to disrupt drug dealers and 
their chains of supply.

Surbiton school in Kingston? 




A new free school for Sur¬ 
biton will open next year - in 
Kingston. 

The Education Funding 
Agency (EFA) has bought 
Swan House, in High Street, 
Kingston, with a view to open¬ 
ing the Surbiton Primary 
Academy next September. 

The school will be run by 
Gems Learning Trust (GLT), 
which had previously told 
prospective parents it hoped 
to open “in the Surbiton/Tol- 
worth border”. 

Politicians have had their 
say on the location ahead of 
the general election. 

Liberal Democrat incum¬ 
bent Ed Davey said the plan 
“beggars belief”, adding he 
had personally suggested the 
EFA buy the empty South 
Place resource centre, off 
Ewell Road in Surbiton, 
instead. 

The building belongs to 
South-West London and St 
George’s Mental Health 
Trust. 

Mr Davey said: “It’s high 
time local Conservatives 
joined local Liberal Demo¬ 
crats in condemning these 
silly ideas. 

“The Education Funding 
Agency and council [should] 
stop messing about, wasting 
money, and just get on with 


the job of delivering the new 
primary schools local families 
need.” 

Asked why he was only 
going public with his proposal 
now, just over three weeks be¬ 
fore the general election, Mr 
Davey said: “I was working in 
good faith. I was trying to be 
constructive.” 


Conservative parliamentary 
candidate James Berry said: 
“The Lib Dems like to claim 
credit for everything good 
about education in the past 
five years. Everything that’s 
come in for criticism, they’re 
happy to blame the Tories 
for. 

“I don’t think a cabinet 


minister, who has had the 
opportunity to do something 
about this over the past five 
years, politicising it weeks be¬ 
fore an election, is going to 
wash with voters.” 

But Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis said: “Ed Davey 
raised this site he speaks of 
with me two weeks ago. 


“I have got the council to 
express an interest in this site 
to stop it being just sold to 
market, but the health trust is 
not ready to sell. We are told 
this site has been looked at by 
the EFA and they say it is too 
small.” 

Acting GLT chief executive 
Jodie Croft said: “They [EFA] 
tried to get it, obviously, in 
Surbiton. The search for a site 
in Surbiton is continuing.” 

Opening a school in Swan 
House could relieve pressure 
on others nearby, she added. 

The building will require ex¬ 
tensive renovation, and parts 
of the block may need to be 
demolished. 

The purchase also raised 
questions over whether a new 
primary school is now needed 
within the north Kingston 
area. 

Councillor Andrea Craig, 
lead member for schools, said: 
“It may be disappointing for 
some parents in Surbiton that 
it’s locating to here. 

“The EFA is responsible for 
finding buildings in this situa¬ 
tion and we, as an authority, 
have to make sure there’s 
enough school places - that’s 
as far as it goes.” 

Liberal Democrat opposition 
leader Councillor Liz Green 
said: “If that goes ahead, we 
might not need a school in 
north Kingston. 

“Demographics prove there 
are several schools 
needed.”

Pleas to save Sir Sydney’s home ignored 


Earlier this month we saw the de¬ 
molition by developers of the 
Carlton pub, in Maida Vale, 
north London, despite the re¬ 
fusal of planning permission and 
the prospect of the building 
being listed by English Heritage. 

This week, in the 75th anniver¬ 
sary year of the Battle of Britain, 
we face the prospect of the demo¬ 
lition of the former home of one 
of the greatest aircraft designers 
the world has known. 

Sir Sydney Camm, designer of 
the Hawker Hurricane - which 
shot down about 60 per cent of 
enemy planes in 1940 - and of 
many other fighter planes, in¬ 
cluding the Harrier, was de¬ 
scribed by the News Chronicle in 


1941 as “the man who saved 
Britain”. 

He lived and worked for 28 
years in an attractive family 
house in Thames Ditton, which 
now faces demolition this week 
by the developers Shanly Homes. 

Plans for building four new 
houses on the site, involving the 
proposed demolition of Sir Syd¬ 
ney’s house Carradale, were re¬ 
fused by Elmbridge Council. 

Pleas to save this historic house 
have been ignored, even though 
it could easily be restored to cre¬ 
ate a home that would sell for 
well over £lm, as well as profit on 
two new houses in the garden. 

Greed seems to have overcome 
any feeling for our history or 


recognition of the tremendous 
contribution Sir Sydney Camm 
made to saving our country. 

We ask that even at this late 
stage the developers recognise 
this and scale back their plans to 
demolish this historic house.

Parking fine

On closer inspection, I saw that 
the permit had become dislodged 
from its plastic wallet and had 
fallen on to the passenger seat. 

When I challenged the PCN 
with proof of my valid, £80 a year 
permit, I was extremely surprised 
to receive a letter saying that the 
PCN will not be cancelled and the 
fine will stand as they were satis¬ 
fied a contravention had taken 
place.

A unique children’s 
opera is coming to 
Kingston in July, as 
part of the International 
Youth Arts Festival in July.

Have I Got News For You regular and comedy legend Paul Merton is joined by a few chums to make a show 
up on the spot for his new tour. ROSS LOGAN caught up with him before his south London dates 

QUICK-WITTED WONDER 


R oss Logan: Usually we 
would ask what the 
show is about, but we 
can’t do that, because you 
don’t know either... 

Paul Merton: Yeah, some 
stand-ups I know say I’ve got it 
easy, because I don’t have to re¬ 
hearse, or learn any lines. We 
just turn up and go on stage. It’s 
an easy gig. But then that’s like 
saying to someone who can 
walk a tightrope to go and do it 
in front of hundreds of people. 
Suddenly it doesn’t seem that 
easy. You can say there’s going 
to be five of us on stage, and we 
improvise a series of games, 
and ask the audience to chose a 
genre, emotion and location. 
People write their suggestions 
and put them in a bucket on the 
stage, and we come on and act 
out the scene. It must be fun for 
the audience members seeing 
their suggestions acted out, and 
it can be an exhilarating experi¬ 
ence for us on stage. You don’t 
know at any one time if you’re 
going to be a Mexican pizza de¬ 
livery man or a mosquito with a 
bmp. 

RL: As well as this tour, 
you’ve been in the Comedy 
Store Players for 30 years. 


What is it about impro that 
keeps you coming back? 

PM: It’s a lot of fun, and it’s 
good for me from a professional 
point of view. Have I Got News 
For You has just started again 
and if I hadn’t have been per¬ 
forming then I would have been 
very nervous - which isn’t al¬ 
ways a bad thing - but certainly 
very rusty. It’s about keeping 
those muscles loose, whatever 
they are. Those pathways in the 
brain - you’ve got to keep them 
greased. 

RL: Do you think you’ll ever 
return to stand-up? 

PM: I did my last stand-up 
tour in 1998 and I didn’t really 
enjoy it. You’d be doing a two- 
hour show and during the 
break you can hear the audi¬ 
ence chatting, laughing, having 
a drink, while you’re on your 
own having a cup of tea. I 
refuse to paint the picture of 
the clown with a tear in his eye, 
but no, I didn’t really enjoy it. 

RL: Yourself and Ian Hislop 
are known for being quite 
merciless with certain guests 
or hosts. Do you think you’ve 
ever gone too far? 

PM: Not really, no. There’s 


been occasions, but I rarely 
have a go at the host. I used to 
have a go at Angus [Deayton], 
but he was robust. If somebody 
is robust then you can do it. 
We’ve had people presenting 
who have been pretty weak, but 
if you made fun of them for it 
you’d be drawing attention to 
how badly they’re doing. That’s 
quite a risky thing to do when 
you’re filming and you’ve still 
got an hour to go. Plus there’s 
things you don’t see on screen. 
If someone locks up in between 
takes I’ll tell them “don’t worry, 
we’ve got plenty of time.” 

RL: You’re known for your 
“deadpan” delivery - you 
don’t laugh much at yours or 
other people’s jokes. Is that 
all just part of the act? 

PM: I think it’s generally 
better when you say 
something that’s 
funny to add to the 
humour by pre¬ 
tending you don’t 
know what every- i 
body’s laughing I 
at. I suppose it 
could be something 
to do with people 
like Buster Keaton. 


RL: Has anyone ever made 
you corpse on stage? 

PM: I think Josie 
[Lawrence] probably has, 
when she attempts to do sci¬ 
entific dialogue. 

About a year ago she said 
something like: “Professor! 
Come quickly! One 
of the mi¬ 
crobes has 
escaped 
from 


the laboratory!” 

She’d obviously heard 
of them but had no 
idea what they 
were. It just doesn’t 
make any sense at 
all.

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A structural decline in the rate 
of house sales means the average 
turnover of a property has almost 
trebled since the 1980s from 
eight to 23 years, according to 
a new report by the Intermediary 
Mortgage Lenders Association 
(IMLA). 

The second annual report from 
IMLA shows annual turnover of 
the private housing stock fell from 
over 12 per cent to 4.5 per cent 
over the last three decades. 

As a result, IMLA's analysis 
indicates the 'average' home 
currently changes hands once 
every 23 years compared with 
every eight years during the 1980s. 

The IMLA report argues that low 
housing turnover is driven by a 
combination of people buying 
their first homes later; by a 
larger private rented sector 
where turnover is lower; and by 
the baby boomer'hoarding effect' 
where middle-aged homeowners 
are staying put, tying up a large 
part of the housing stock. 

These factors are likely to keep 
turnover down for the foreseeable 
future, potentially limiting mort¬ 
gage lending and restricting access 
to existing properties. 

IMLA's analysis also shows the 
estimated contribution of mort¬ 
gage finance to the total value of 
UK housing transactions hit a new 
all-time low of 41.7 per cent last 
year. It means just £4.17 of every 


£10 spent on house purchases in 
2014 was funded by mortgages 
while cash or equity made up £5.83 
(58.3 per cent). 

Despite forecasting a slight 
increase in gross mortgage lending 
over the next two years, IMLA 
expects the estimated contribution 
of cash (including deposits and 
cash purchases) to housing trans¬ 
actions will exceed 60 per cent for 
the first time on record 
by 2016. 

Peter Williams, Executive Director 
for IMLA, commented: "These fig¬ 
ures paint a picture of a housing 
market where turnover has drasti¬ 
cally slowed in the last thirty years. 

"Quite simply, in the absence of 
a sustained rise in housebuilding 
and improved affordability and 
turnover, the fact that properties 
are coming onto the market less 
frequently severely limits the 
scope for would-be first time 
buyers to graduate to owning their 
own homes." 

The IMLA forecasts offer a 
cautious expectation of growth 
in 2015, with strong economic

Drivers short cha 


Thousands of drivers are being 
cheated over parking charges 
every day in the UK, according to 
a new survey. 

Councils are accused of ripping 
off drivers with parking meters 
that do not give change, so drivers 
are forced to pay extra to get a 
ticket and forego being given any 
change. 

A report by Flexed shows coun¬ 
cils will make £10 million 
in extra revenue in 
2015 due to pay 
meters not issu¬ 
ing change for 
parking 
charges. Wilt¬ 
shire Council 
is reported to 
have made 
£723,000 extra 
in 2013 in parking 
payments from not 
giving change to drivers. 

Flexed's Mark Hall said: "When 
you stand back and think about it, 
it's a proper rip-off. It's maddening 
when council's charge an odd fig¬ 
ure like 60p for an hour's parking, 
knowing full well that most 




drivers will probably only have 
a pound coin. 

"While some authorities are 
inflexible and only rent out that 
parking space for whole hours and 
pocket the rest of your fee, others 
that don't give change have at 
least adapted their machines so 
you get what you've paid for." 

One suggested solution is to use 
parking apps on a smartphone to 
find the cheapest or best 
value parking close to 
where you want to 
be. However, 
many drivers 
don't bother 
with this or 
do not have 
access to a 
smartphone, 
particularly the 
elderly. 

Many drivers are 
also wary of giving their 
payment details to an app in 
case of fraud, so drivers can be 
left with no option but to pay 
awkward amounts for parking 
and risk paying over the odds due 
to not having the right change.

Banned Tolfs ready to move on from fight shame

Kingstonian shot-stopper
